Despite the American reverse—already the greatest set­ 
back suffered in two years of fighting in Lu rope and Africa 
—there was some tendency among military men to welcome 
the German attack. 
A belief prevailed that “this was it"— 
the big battle that could eventually lead down the road to 
final victory. 
There was no doubt that the Germans were expending 
vast reserves, and a defeat of the attacking forces could be so 
decisive as to shorten the war materially. 
An American of­

attack with not less than l l to lo divisions— possibly 200,000 
men who had been rested and refitted for just this attempt.
